erThe Emperor’s Garrifons were ill provided, 


Imperial Affairs went down on every fide, and 
the Hungaritns began to think of fettling their 
Kingdom abfolutely Independent of the Hotle 
of Auftria. 

But Count Paul Weffelini, and the Hungari- 
ans, knew the Confufion of the Imperial Affairs, 
tho’ it was now their Advantage, would not 
always laft, but that his Imperial Majefty would 
foon be rouz’d,and that they were not ableat laf 
to refift the German Power, when it fhould come 
on them with fuch Additions, as might be ex- 
pected 5 upon thefe Confiderations, They took 
Care to follicic their Affairs at the Port, and by 
the help of their Agents, brought the Grand 
Seignior, to give all his Bafla’s and Commanders 
Orders in their Favour, wiz. To fuonith them 
with Proviftons, fupply them with Arms and 
Ammunition ; aad upon all accafions, to permit 
‘em, if prefs’d by the Germays, to.make their 
~etreat into their Territories. 

This occattoned feyeral Encounters on the 
rrontiers, between the Imperialifts and the 
Turks; andthe Turki{pGarri®ns on the Frontiers 
made frequent Depredations and Excurfions, 
‘which were. plain Indicatious.of a Defign to 
break with the Emperor.

in all which Solicitations, it was eafy to fee, that 
the Hungarians had prepoffe(s'd the Turks, and 
yaia’d them to their fide, and that the Emperor 
had nothing toexpett, but a War with the 
ie Emperor, as wellas with his Hungarian 
Subjeéts. 

Pat as a farther Confirmation of this Ap- 
proaching fad Truth, that the Hungarians had 
Embark’d the Jurks in their Quarrel; the 
SMalecontents make an Inroade into Moravia, 
with 10000 Men of their own, and 2000 
Tartars. 

This was the firft time, fure, in our Ages, 
that ever Chriftians brought down the Turks 
as Auxiliaries to aid them ‘m ravaging, their 
Fellow Chriflians. 

We aretold, that the Prifoners they carried 
away, were given tothe Tartars for Satisfaction 
of their Charge in affifting them; I will not 
affirm that this was true, it would fill me with 
contemptible thoughts of the Avuagarians Chri- 
ftianity, if I were fure it was fo ; but whether 
it were true or not, I cannot but regret, that 
Jam forc’d to fay the Proteftants were the firft 
Chriftians that ever call’d in the help of Mabo- 
met to Eftablifh the Chriftian Religion, that e- 
ver fpread the half Moon and the Crofs both 
of a fide, and brought one Devil to thruft ouc 
another. 

Thofe Gentlemen that approve the Hungari-

fider what infamous things we have faid here of 
the French King, for foliciticg the Emperor of 
the Turks to fall upon the Germans; and as we 
we fay, tho’ I cannot athirin ic was ever prov’d, 
furnifhing the Turiifi: Army with French Engi- 
neers.

ry of St. Goddart, where Montecuculi, the Im- 
erial General, beat the 7urks, and drove them — 
headlong into the Raab. > 

After this, when the Turks broke the Peace, — 
and came down into Hungaria, when they Ke-- 
feig’d Vienna, the French King Generouily gave - 
the Emperor affurance, that he would no way — 
moleit him, while the 7urks were Invading the 
Empire, tho’ things were then ripening for a — 
Breach, the very fame, which afterwards hap- ~ 
pened. 

Nay, fome have been of Opinion, that had — 
not the Englifh Revolution forced the Breach — 
to be Univerlal, the King of France had not 
broke with the Emperor at all. 

But the Relieving Vienna, by the help of the 
Pole, and the Wonderful Succeflesof the Empe- 
ror afterward againft the 7urk, having furni(ht 
the Emperor both with Strength and Leifure 
for 2 double War, he rather provok’d the K ing 
of France toa Warthan not. 

Whether thefe particular Remarks are juft 
or not, I fhall not undertake to determine; but 
this is certain, That as we never did the King 
of France Juftice, inthe Article of his Refrai- 
ning, to attack the Empire, while the Turks lay 
heavy on his Hands at the Szige of Vienna; So. 
we have not fpar'd to Iniult His Majefty upon 
the head of Solliciting the Turks to Invade 
Hungaria, and Affifting him with Morey, Arms, 
and Engineers, whether it were True or no. 

How often has he been Stil’d the Frenck Grand 
Seignior, the Moft Chriftian Turl ? hew have 
Our Newf-Writers exclain’d at the Infamous 
Attempt to bring the Jurls into Chriftendom, 
and the like ? And yet here are Jvoteflants, 1 
had rather fay Hungarians, joyning, with the 
Tartars to Invade Moraviz, calling, inthe Turks 
to fall. upon the Chriftian Bx; pire, and Joyning 
all their Forces to Alfift them in the Ting 
Vienna, and letting in Jurtif> Power to overe 
run all the Proteftant, as well as Popith Prinees ~ 
of the Empire.
